Rolls Into Iowa 


And Nebraska

ABOARD TRUMAN TRAIN UP— 
President Truman, fresh and pep­ 
pery despite the grind, pushed his 
“ give ‘em hell” campaign into the 
Midwestern farm belt today after 
his bitterest attack on Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. 
His 16-car special train rolled 
on into Nebraska and Iowa before 
heading into his own state of Mis­ 
souri. 
Ike Called Betrayer 
The Trum an 
speech 
today 
is 
scheduled for the Shenandoah, la., 
, Harvest Festival, but at least seven 
whistle-stop talks from the rear 
platform of the train appeared in^ 
prospect before the President re­ 
tires for the night. 
At Colorado Spring, Colo., yes­ 
terday reporters thought Truman 
was as grim as they’d ever seen 
him in his assault on Eisenhower. 
Truman is making a coast-to-coast 
tour in behalf of Gov. Adlai Steven­ 
son. the Democratic presidential 
candidate. 
The President accused Eisenhow­ 
er of betraying life-long principles 
and his best friends by supporting 
what he called such “ moral pig­ 
mies’’ 
as 
Republican Sens. Jo­ 
seph R. McCarthy of Wisconsin and 
William E. Jenner of Indiana. 
Judgment Was Wrong 
Truman admitted that he once 
considered 
Eisenhower 
qualified 
for the presidency and went on to 
say that “ I am now convinced that 
I was absolutely wrong.” 
He contended that Eisenhower 
betrayed his principles and sup­ 
porters by adopting “ reactionary’* 
views on foreign policy and na­ 
tional defense. 
He accused Eisenhower of de­ 
claring support for every Repub­ 
lican candidate “ whether that man 
is the blackest of reactionaries, a 
diehard isolationist, or even a mora 
scoundrel.’* 
And there he tied into Eisen­ 
hower for failing, the President 
said, to defend Gen. George C. 
Marshall, World War II chief of 
staff and former secretary of state, 
against attacks by McCarthy and 
Jenner. He did not mention the 
senators by name.

I .OS ANGELES (JY-The House 
Committee on Un-American Activ­ 
ities will continue its inquiry into 
Communist infiltration among the 
professions in Southern California 
when 
its hearing resumes here 
O d. 17. 
The hearing was recessed yes­ 
terday after a week of testimony 
from 64 witnesses, 
including 22 
doctors, 25 attorneys, six actors, 
four writers, a pharmacist, a film 
studio laborer, a social worker and 
an “ organizational worker.” 
Of the eight women witnesses. 
three were actresses and three 
were attorneys. 
Sixty-one of the witnesses re­ 
fused on constitutional grounds to 
answer questions regarding mem­ 
bership in the Communist party. 
Only three—two writers and an 
actor—were 
co-operative. 
They 
named some 30 writers and actors, 
chiefly in radio, as members of a 
Hollywood “ ceH” of the party. 
After yesterday’s session. Miss 
Betty Selden was fired from her 
job as a Los Angeles County social 
case worker, a post she had held 
for 17 years. 


BERLIN (A*)— Two Soviet jct 
fighters fired several machine-gun 
bursts at a U. S. Air Force mercy 
plane in the Allied air corridor 60 
miles southwest of 
Berlin 
today 
but the American ship escaped in­ 
to the clouds and reached Berlin 
unhit. 
Maj. Gen. Lemuel B. Mathew- 
son, U. S. commandant in Berlin, 
personally interviewed the plane 
crew after they landed at Tem­ 
p e r a ! air base and Said an im-, 
mediate protest would be made to 
the Soviet high command. 
The plane, a twin-engine DC3, 
was en route to Berlin with an 
Army nurse aboard to evacuate 
Army patients for special treat­ 
ment at base hospitals 
in 
West 
Germany. 
The crew reported the two So­ 
viet MIG 15 jets swooped on them 


and fired several m achine - gun 
bursts across their path. 
The American pilot “ flew dir­ 
ectly into cloud cover which hap­ 
pened to be at 
hand 
and 
got 
away,” Gen. Mathewson said. 
Gen. Mathewson indicated the 
plane was abiding by the four- 
power rules at the time of the 
incident and was flying at the 
proper altitude and 
within 
the 
boundaries of the corridor reserv­ 
ed for Allied flights.

as I am. Morale never has been 
higher.”

Jail Terms, Not Sympathy, Curb 
Drunk Driving Peril In Detroit 


IT O W much “sympathy” should a drunk 
driver receive? 
In Detroit every convicted drunk driver 
is sent to jail—“whether he owns the fac­ 
tory or sweeps the floor.” 
That policy, said Detroit Traffic Judge 
John D. Watts, has reduced drunken driv­ 
ing in the city from No. I killer to last 
place on the traffic fatality tally. 
Widely known for his jail campaign for 
drunk drivers, Judge Watts reported that 
in 1941 drunk drivers in Detroit killed 47 
persons and injured 1.744. In 1951 the to­ 
tals had been reduced to 3 killed and 140 
injured. 
Detroit also maintains a “traffic clinic” 
where repeat violators are examined and 


Western Europe's Economy 
Threatens Defense Plans 
■DED hopes that Western Europe 
would 
^ 
go broke trying to re-arm , thus driving 
millions of new recruits into the camps of 
the revolutionaries, 
have 
so 
far 
been 
thwarted. But the picture still isn’t rosy. 
Trying to produce guns and butter at 
the same time has been a tough problem 
for the NATO countries' economic plan­ 
ners. As of right now. however, they are 
doing much better than might have been 
expected of them. 
Prices in Europe have continued to rise 
slowly, but most of the 
western 
nations 
are keeping them in hand. 
Most 
wages 
have been able to keep pace with prices. 
John Public is still living at a fair stand­ 
ard in most countries, despite dire predic­ 
tions. The defense build-up hasn’t better­ 
ed his lot—it has probably made it a tiny 
bit worse—but it also hasn’t ruined him 
or sent him running for comfort to the 
Commies. 
The threat of an economic crack-up is 
still acute. While anti-inflationary 
steps 
have been able to keep the lid on. they 
have also led to a slowdown in several im ­ 
portant fields and 
many 
observers 
are 
pointing to the prospect of heavy unem­ 
ployment within a year or so. 
Another cause for worry 
has 
been 
a 
weakening in Europe’s overseas trade re­ 
lations. After showing a 
slight 
spurt 
in 
1951, industrial exports are on the down­ 
grade again. Europeon products are meet­ 
ing stiff sales resistance at the ends of the 
shipping lanes. And intra-Europe trade has 
also shown a drop from last year's figures. 
The first to gripe about 
the 
economic 
pinch has been France. The French are 
saying that the military build-up has put 
a marked strain on their economy. If they 
don’t receive more aid from the 
U. 
S., 
they warn, they'll have to slow down on 
the defense program. 
A slowdown also threatens in 
Britain, 
which is currently having another case of 
the jitters. There, as in France, the gov­ 
ernm ent knows it must come up with a 
solution for its economic ills or go down. 
And the regime replacing it might not be 
so friendly to either America or the re­ 
arm am ent schemes. 
Other NATO members are iii a similar 
position. Many experts believe that the 
anti-inflationary moves were too late in 
getting started and that the present good 
results merely represent the calm before 
the storm.

Undoubtedly there were some of those 
jailed drunk drivers in Detroit who plead­ 
ed 
extenuating 
circumstances. 
Perhaps 
they had imbibed “only a couple beers,” or 
they were the type who plead for leniency 
because they have a large family depend­ 
ing upon them for support. 
No doubt some of them held jobs which 
would be imperiled by conviction and jail 
penalty and loss of their driver’s license, 
the latter mandatory under Michigan law. 
But the statistics cited by Judge Watts 
are convincing proof 
that 
“sympathetic 
consideration” is not the answer 
to 
the 
drunk driving problem. Maximum 
penal­ 
ties are needed to curb the criminally ir­ 
responsible driver and thereby save lives 
and prevent needless injuries. 
Does it pay to treat the drunk 
driver 
with 
“sym pathy”? 
The 
Detroit 
story 
proves that it does not. 


Big Vote Predicted 
In Nov. 4 Election 
rp H E most vigorous campaign in the na- 
tion’s history is under way to get out a 
record vote in the Nov. 4 presidential elec­ 
tion. A vote of more than 
60 
million 
is 
predicted this year. 
The terrible voting record of the A m eri­ 
can people over the years has become vir­ 
tually a nationally issue and a large n um ­ 
ber of patriotic and 
civic 
organizations 
have taken up the battle to get the elec­ 
tors to go to the polls on Nov. 4. 
This is an important campaign because 
the true desires of the people cannot be 
adequately and satisfactorily shown unless 
a large majority of the registered voters 
actually cast their ballot. Only about half 
voted in 1948. 
The United States boasts a free election, 
the right of an 
individual 
to 
vote 
for 
whomever he pleases. We also boast a se­ 
cret election, the right of an elector to vote 
as he pleases without anyone knowing how 
he voted. This is not true in many coun­ 
tries of the world today. 
If you know now that you will be out 
of town on election day, 
make 
arrange­ 
ments to vote an absent voters’ ballot.

SAN FRANCISCO—Judge Homer Bone 
of the U. S. Court of Appeals was lunch­ 
ing with friends in San Francisco.

other thousand from the Dollar Line. 
“ I suppose, in view of the Nixon pre­ 
cedent,^” continued Judge Bone, keeping a 
straight face. “ It woudn’t make any dif­ 
ference, would it?” 
“They’d run you off the bench,” snort­ 
ed stanch Republican Louis Lurie. 
IMPORTANT QUESTION 
There’s been a lot of discussion over 
w hether Senator Nixon did or did not use 
his expense fund for personal m atters and 
how he was able to buy two 
houses 
at 
once, one a f them requiring $221,000 down 
payment. 
However, the really important question 
is: “ Did the millionaires club, who put up 
the expense money, get 
value 
returned 
through the Senator's vote?” 
The answer lies in the Senator's voting 
record and the business interests of his 
donors.

The Doctor Says ... 


Unhappy Childhood Is Often 


Cause of Anxiety Neurosis 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. — Written for NEA Service 


A reader has requested a column on 
nervous tension—a .subject which is most 
anticult to write about, and yet one in 
which I suppose nearly ail of us are in­ 
terested. 
There aie probabl> few, if any, human 
being- who do not go through periods of 
inner turmoil or nervous 
tension 
which 
sometimes do, but more often do not, ap­ 
pear outwardly. 
Since nearly everyone has experiences 
of this sort, they must be considered nor­ 
mal. and merely something with 
which 
human beings have to contend 
because 
they are human beings. 
But theie is a fairly 
well 
recognized 
condition known as anxiety 
or 
anxiety 
neurosis which goes beyond 
the 
normal 
tension of human life, and it is 
perhaps 
tin 
to which Hie correspondent refers. 
Certainly there aie many persons who 
ait more nervous and more anxious than 
mort of us, and who become 
excessively 
disturbed by things which happen to them. 
They show an inability to overcome the 
blows of providence which to other people 
bring only temporary distress. 
in the victim of a true 
anxiety 
over 
aud beyond that which should be expect­ 
ed, • great number of mental and physi­ 


cal symptoms can be produced. 
Some fear they are losing their minds 
when they are not; many are unduly de­ 
pressed: pounding of the heart, sm other­ 
ing sensations, feelings of tightness of the 
throat, dizziness, and a host of other phy­ 
sical complaints may develop merely be­ 
cause the individual is over-anxious, and 
cannot overcome the inward tension. 
There is believed to be one type of per­ 
son particularly likely to get 
into 
this 
state. One who has been brought up in 
a home in 
which 
there 
were 
unhappy 
childhood experiences is vulnerable. 


SEEK PHYSICIAN'S AID 


OI ten one hears from an over-anxious 
patient a history of illness in the* father 
and of a worrying mother during child­ 
hood. Many anxious people 
are 
always 
worried about losing their jobs, or have 
deep-seated feelings of inferiority, usually 
quite unrelated to then 
intelligence 
oi 
real ability. 
Undue anxiety is a real and painful ex­ 
pel’i€*n ce, but the victim, by his or her own 
efforts—or with the aid of a sympathetic 
and understanding physician, and often a 
psychiatrist— may be able to conquer the 
difficulty lo a surprising degree.

COMMON 8ENSE— The

preme court after 106 years has ruled that 
township justices of the peace are judicial 
officers, not members 
of 
the 
township 
boards. 
The justices therefore, may not legally 
sit as members of township boards and 
draw pay for attending 
township 
board 
meetings. 
The decision bae been received bf at 
least one local government 
spokesman 
with the comment that the 
legislature 
w ill soon fix it so the justices can 
go 
back on the township board payrolL 
In the light of common sense the sup­ 
porters of strong local government should 
accept the supreme court decision in the 
spirit it was given. It is a question o£ law, 
not of antipathy to justices of the peace. 
• 
• 
• 
TO WHAT PURPOSE—There 
is 
little 
justification, in most counties 
of 
small 
population, to elect two or even one jus­ 
tice of the peace for each township in that 
county. 
It is common sense to unsaddle from 
the backs of the taxpayers any tax burden 
that can legally be removed. The supreme 
court decision appears to provide such an 
opportunity. The people should 
welcome 
it. 
Justices of the peace In Escanaba are 
not on salary. They do not, by virtue of 
their judicial office, sit as members of a 
city council or city commission. 
They may be put on salary and thereby 
become, in a larger sense, presiding offi­ 
cers of municipal courts. The decision is 
one for the citizens of the community to 
make. Meanwhile the justice of the peace 
receives court costs as the revenues neces­ 
sary to maintain his office. 
•

QUESTIONABLE VALUE—The election 
of justices of the peace in the township* 
is of questionable value to the people of 
that township. 
To our knowledge there are only four 
justices of the peace actually operating as 
such in Delta county. Two are in Glad­ 
stone and two are in Escanaba. 
Whether the others in the township* 
desire to establish offices and operate 
justice courts we do not know. Appar­ 
ently they do not. for we know of no 
cases being heard by any township jus­ 
tice of the peace in any 
township 
of 
Delta county for the past ten or more 
years. 
It is possible that justices of the peace 
have responsibilities and duties in connec­ 
tion with township government of which 
wre are unaware. We would welcome am ­ 
plification on that point.

OFFICES ^UNFILLED— Because 
H 
is 
traditional to have certain local offices A 
does not always mean that they are essen­ 
tial or even necessary. 
The public is not better served because 
such offices are provided for under state 
law. Sometimes such offices only add ex­ 
pense without serving the people. 
For example, in Delta county 
Utero 
are two offices that go unfilled and no 
one !*eems to miss the service they are 
supposed to provide. 
One is the office of county dram com­ 
missioner and the other the office of coun- 
y surveyor. No one wants the jobs. They 
pay no salary. No office space is provided 
for them in the Court House. 
There are no candidates filed for either 
office in the coming election. If it w'er* 
possible the offices could be abolished and 
no one w'ould care.

CHANGE—There 
ars 
num erous valid reasons why local govern­ 
ment, to become strong, must submit to 
change to meet today’s needs. 
There are forces of reaction, 
however, 
that in Michigan oppose any change, lf it 
was good enough for conditions as they 
existed 106 years ago, it is good enough 
for 1952. they claim. 
The danger lies in perpetuating 
too 
long the inefficiencies that weaken local 
government. State and federal agencies, 
always on watch for new field* to con­ 
quer, are thus given the opportunity to 
do what local government falls to do. 
Several attempts have been 
made 
to 
gain approval of the people of Michigan 
for county home rule, which 
would 
re­ 
quire an amendment to the state constitu­ 
tion. All have been defeated. 
Until the citizens of 
Michigan 
decide 
they want a county home rule amendment. 
to perm it them to bring local government 
up to date Ihey must submit to expenses 
and inefficiencies inherent in an outmoded 
system.

Get Their GI Home Loans 


WASHINGTON 
—< NEA)— The 
discharged 
Korean 
war veteran j 
isn’t getting the break 
on 
home 
purchases that many World War 
ll veterans had. Ifs all a question I 
of mortgage money. 
Veterans of 
the 
Korean 
war 
were recently granted home loan 
benefits 
under 
Public Law 550. 
Technically, they receive the same 
benefits of VA 
guaranteed 
home 
loans as did veterans 
of 
World 
War II, but there is a major dif­ 
ference. 
In 1945, 1946 and 1947 there was 
plenty of home mortgage 
money 
at 
4 per cent available. 
Today, 
however, there 
is a drastic 
ab­ 
sence of money to loan at 4 per 
cent, the VA home loan rate. 
As a result, GI 
home 
buying | 
booms, such as those which 
oc­ 
curred in 1946-1948, aren’t 
likely 
to be repeated, despite the recent 
easing of credit restrictions 
ana 
the new increase in eligible vet­ 
eran buyers. 


The Korean veteran, 
therefore, 
yvon’t have as good a deal—at least 
tor the present—as his World War 
II cousin because of the critical 
shortage of mortgage financing in 
1.11 areas. 
Many recently discharged 
vet­ 
erans, who have had both World 
War II and Korean service, 
mis­ 
takenly believe they are entitled 
lo double 
GI 
Home 
Loan guar­ 
antees. 
This ie not true—with one ex­ 
ception. 
World War II veterans 
who have used their guarantees 
can be accorded re-use privileges 
under 
specific 
conditions 
laid 
down by the 
Veterans 
Admini­ 
stration. 
Tolal applications for GI 
home 
loans, since the start of the pro­

Pigskin Really 
A Steer Hide 


W ASHINGTON—A pigskin 
is 
not a pig skin. 
W ith the coming of autum n abd 
the football season, the N ation's 
sport pages and radio sportscasts 
are filled with dram atic accounts 
of the thud of cleated shoe against 
pigskin, the expert or inept han d ­ 
ling of this same pigskin. 
The sportsw riters are referring, 
of course, to the football, and they 
are exercising their poetic license 
to the extrem e. A football is not 
covered w ith pigskin, but w ith top 
grade steer hide, or som etim es 
rubber, the National G eographic 
Society observes. 
In fact, pigskin 
seldom 
gets 
closer to a football field than the 
stands, w here it fills a prosaic 
need for gloves, belts, or pocket- 
books. These three articles are the 
chief products composed of pig 
leather, domestic or im ported. 


Steer Hide Only 
Cow or bull hide is not good en­ 
ough for the leather footballs in 
college and 
professional games. 
Only carefully selected steer hide 
is used. Ball handlers, especially 
passers, m aintain it has the best 
“feel,” although they accept ru b ­ 
ber substitutes, particularly since 
w et w eather has a tendency to 
•oak even the best of leather foot­ 
balls, m aking them 
heavy 
and 
difficult to handle. 
M any footballs sold for child­ 
ren ’s games and other purposes 
not requiring the exacting stand­ 
ards of varsity com petition are 
m ade of im itation leather or ru b ­ 
ber fabric. But none are pigskin. 
The basis of the term pigskin for 
a football is 
som ew hat 
obscure, 
b u t it probably originated w ith the 
m odified m ayhem that was ances­ 
tor of m odern football, rugby, and 
soccer. In this prim itive game an 
inflated pig bladder w as kicked, 
ta rrie d and throw n tow ard a goal 
— which m ight be at the other end 
of tow n—by team s num bering up 
to a hundred players. 


Enter Civilization 
As the game becam e m ore civ­ 
ilized and rule-bound, punishm ent 
was concentrated on the ball ra th ­ 
er than on opposing players. Pig 
bladders w ere found to be inferi­ 
or under rough treatm ent to lea­ 
ther-covered, inflated balls, which 
developed into today’s carefully 
m ade oblate spheroids. 
Footballs used in professional 
and college games cost nearly S20 
each. In daytim e games the ball 
is the yellow -brow n of norm ally 
tanned leather. A t night the ball 
m ay be w hite or yellow, painted 
or especially tanned. 
As for pigskin, that going into 
gloves, belts and w allets is m ost­ 
ly im ported and comes from the 
hides of wild peccaries of Mexico 
and C entral America or from the 
skin of a w ater rodent called a 
carpincho, found in A rgentina and 
U ruguay. Some dom estic pigskin 
is used, but usually it is sold with 
the m eat as ham or pork, it brings 
•lore th at way.

larger townships, until the legis­ 
lature

because 
the 
court 
decision knocked off four of the 
m em bers of the seven-m an boards 
and two of the five-man boards. 
Iverson said the rem aining legal 
officials—the supervisor, clerk and 
treasurer—can go ahead and func­ 
tion as if there never had been 
justices of the peace on the boards. 
State attorneys delved into their 
law books in preparation for a rash 
of legal questions arising out of the 
court's stunning decision. 
Iverson said he believed that the 
departm ent would hold as legal all 
past actions of township boards, 
even though they adm ittedly were 
composed of illegal m em bers. 
He said “ obviously we can’t be 
going back and upsetting every­ 
thing th at’s happened for a hun­ 
dred years. 


Get Extra Salaries 
One of the 
ticklish 
questions 
raised was w hether justices of the 
peace may legally serve on town­ 
ship election boards. Coming just 
before the Nov. 4 
election 
this 
question was a hot one. 
Iverson said the statute provides 
that a justice of the peace shall 


oe a m em ber of the board of elec­ 
tion inspectors. 
“ Under the court’s decision they 
m ay be disqualified.” Iverson said, 
* but the issue m ight have to 
be 
settled by another court decision 
covering this specific point.” 
Justices of the peace are entitled 
to additional salaries for sitting on 
township boards, either by vote of 
the people or by resolution of the 
board. 
Thus, the justices 
find 
them ­ 
selves shorn of part of their sa* 
aries in m ost townships, but Iver­ 
son said the pattern of extra pay 
was not uniform. 
The 
court held Monday 
that 
justices of the peace, as judicial 
officers, m ay not perform adm in­ 
istrative or legislative functions.

Petrochemicals 


Source Of Magic 


WASHINGTON — Alladin rub­ 
bed no brighter lamp than the test 
tubes and retorts 
from 
which, 
Jinni-like, a new word has joined 
the language—“petrochemistry.” 
The word appears in few dic­ 
tionaries as yet, though it is wide­ 
ly used in industrial journals. In 
the daily life of 155,000,000 Am­ 
ericans, however, the magic of 
petrochemistry is at work wher­ 
ever they turn. 
In oil unlocked from the earth 
are raw materials that are in­ 
creasingly being transformed into 
man-made articles, the National 
Geographic Society says. 
These 
raw materials are the petrochemi­ 
cals. 
Black Magic 
When Colonel Edwin L. Drake 
drilled his famous oil well near 
Titusville, Pennsylvania, in 1859, 
the automobile had yet to be built, 
ships ran by coal or wood or sa j|| 
and no one guessed that within £p 
few generations the world would 
use billion of barrels of petroleum 
for fuel alone. 
A prophet who might have pre­ 
dicted that furniture polish and 
strange plastics, 
medicines 
and 
munitions, insect killers and wo­ 
men's stockings would someday be 
made from the gummy blae ksub- 
stance in the ground would have 
been laughed down. 
Yet today these and thousands 
of other products in daily use are 
made from petroleum and the by­ 
products of petroleum. A recent 
estimate put the figure at more 
than 5,000 such products. Petro­ 
chemistry, in little more than 25 
years, has become a two billion 
dollar industry. It is only just 
beginning to grow. 
Building Blocks, Too 
A compound known as ethy­ 
lene is one of the 
basic 
petro­ 
chemicals. It is made in an oil re­ 
finery, much as gasoline is made. 
From it comes synthetic rubber, 
antifreeze, rayon and other syn­ 
thetic fibers, plastics, paint and 
Varnish, anesthetics, dry cleaning 
fluids, 
candles, 
cosmetics 
and 
soaps. 
A billion pounds of detergents 
are made from petrochemicals in 
a year. Industrial 
alcohols 
and 
acids, building blocks of chemical 
processing, are taken from the oil­ 
man’s bag of wonders. 
In fact, the petrochemist claims 
in all seriousness that he can take 
from oil practically anything now 
made from coal, from wood, from 
plants or animals—as 
well 
as 
many things which can be made 
from none of these.

MILAN—The life of Leonardo’s 
famed “Last Supper” is going to 
be a short one, Prof. Luigi Crema, 
superintendent of monuments of 
Lombardy, has announced. 
Some 
150,000 
persons 
every 
year ring the bell at the monas­ 
tery of Santa Maria delle Grazie 
in Milan to see Leonardo’s great 
masterpiece. 
It is commonly called a fresco, 
but any art expert will tell you it 
is a tempera. 
The difference is 
that frescos are painted on damp 
mortar and the colors penetrate 
deep. 
Tempera is painted on a 
dry wall. 
Its colors fade much 
faster. 
Every attempt to preserve the 
painting for as long as possible is 
being made but very little is left 
of the beautiful work. 
The fifth 
centenary this year of Leonardo’s 
birth has marked the beginning of 
the painting’s last period. 
The 
painting 
has 
decayed 
through the centuries. World War 
II gave it another blow. A group 
of bombs completely destroyed the 
roof and one of the walls of the 
dining 
hall 
of 
the 
monastery. 
When the 
friars 
inspected 
the 
damage and saw the wall of the 
“Last Supper” covered with dust 
and the 
roof’s 
beams 
hanging 
down, they thought the painting 
was destroyed. 
The painting, exposed to open 
air, absorbed humidity and dust 
for several seasons, and was cov­ 
ered by a thin and harmful layer 
of dirt. 
The wall itself, soaked 
in dampness, caused some con­ 
cern. 
While technicians and experts 
were trying to decide what to do, J 


an extraordinary thing happened. 
After masons had rebuilt the roof 
and the wall, “The Last Supper” 
wall slowly dried up. The experts 
decided that the wall was not very 
damp- after all, and the humidity 
had been absorbed by the 450- 
year - old painting when exposed 
to open air. 


“The Last Supper” 
was 
then 
submitted to a first cleaning, by 
i-estorer Prof. 
Mario 
Pelliccioli, 
and later, after an inspection by 
experts from the Education Min­ 
istry, to a second and more ac­ 
curate cleaning. 
The cleaning consists mostly in 
removing the dust from the num ­ 


berless cracks produced by the 
centuries and the humidity, so 
that the painting will show its 
original colors—those which Leon­ 
ardo painted. 
To guarantee a dry temperature 
in the hall, the floor is fitted with 
radiating panels. 
The “Last Supper” represents 


the most 
dramatic 
moment 
in 
Christ’s last supper with his 12 
disciples. 
It is 
the 
moment in 
which Christ says with lowered 
eyelids “One of you will betray 
me.” 
To these words all the Apostles 
express indignation and astonish­ 
ment. 
Only 
one withdraws 
as 
though struck by a thunderbolt— 
Judas. 
From the expression of Christ’s 
infinite resignation to the vary­ 
ing expressions of 
the 
Apostles 
and the landscape beyond them, 
Everything was painted with ut­ 
most care. 
But, ironically, this masterpiece 
of art and thought was born with 
a flaw. 
And because of that its 


life will be shorter than if it had 
been made according to rule. 
The plaster used by Leonardo 
in Sarita Maria delle Grazie began 
to shift soon after it was complet­ 
ed for unknown causes. 
The re­ 
sult was a continued cracking of 
the colors. 


Restoration Started 


Toward the middle of the 16th 
century the painters noted this and 
started a work of restoration. 
It 
was useless. 
In addition, all re­ 
medies used by ancient painters 
appeared to be more harmful than 
beneficient. 
Finally, the “Last Supper” was 
restored 
with 
oil j paints. 
The 
drawing and the original colors 
by Leonardo were respected faith­ 


fully but the oil, which iMonwdo 
did not use in hi* temper*, made 
the painting heavier. 
In 1908 Cavenaghi restored the 
painting completely. 
He worked 
for over one year during which 
he removed all the oil which had 
been put over the painting and 
revealed Leonardo's original tem­ 
pera. 
Unfortunately, it was ser­ 
iously cracked and had disappear­ 
ed completely in some parts. 
But technicians 
and 
connois­ 
seurs agreed that it was much 
better to see the original painting, 
even if incbmplete rather than a 
complete retouching by scores of 
unknown artists. 
The same idea 
guides the present cleaning work.

Bd ck when the dollar w as w orth 
IOO cents. Congress decided that if 
you had a child and he earned less 
than $500 a year, he was worth a 
$500 exemption to you on your in­ 
come tax. 
Now the dollar thai bought IOO 
cents of groceries in 1939 will buy 
53 cents of groceries. 
So now Congress has raised tile 
income tax exemption for each of 
your dependents to $600. 
A dollar 
slashed 
virtually 
in 
half—and an income tax exemption 
raised by only $100. 
The exemption is obviously anti- 
ouated. the figure obviously should 
be drastically revised. 
And to wage-earuers, to smaller 
taxpayers particularly, this would 
be of vital significance—for it is in 
the sphere of exemptions that their ( 
major hope for tax economy lies. 


Seek Equitable System 


For the first time since the in­ 
come tax became a key part of our 
budgets, a joint House-Senate tax 
committee is asking us—the 
tax­ 
payers—what's wrong with the law 
and how it can be improved. 
Presumably, the 
committee 
is 
serious about this and its study 
xviii become the basis for an over­ 
haul of our entire tax system to 
make it more fair and equitable. 
The above is just one illustration 
of how’ the provisions covering ex­ 
emptions are unfair to Wage-earn- 
ers. Below are others—gathered 
from experts who know the tax 
problems of the little fellow and 


who hope his chance for relief is 
coming up soon. 
All over the 
country, 
families 
are sharing in the support of their 
parents or widowed mother or de­ 
pendent sister, etc. 
But today’s law says you can get 
the 
$6(X) 
exemption—miserly as 
that 
is—only 
if you 
contribute 
more than half of your dependent's 
support. If the support is divided 
50-50. the exemption is denied to 
both: you may contribute 40 
per 
cent to your mother’s support year 
after year, never get any tax con­ 
sideration. 
In the words of one tax authority, 
“ It's so unrealistic. Why the mem­ 
bers of the family cannot be given 
their prorata share of the exemp­ 
tion is hard to understand.'’ 
All over the 
c o u n t r y , sons arc 
supporting parents who have gross 
incomes of more than $600 but net 
incomes that are painfully inade­ 
quate in today’s high price era. 
Hits Small Taxpayer 
A father, for instance, may own 
a house on which he receives $700 
a year in rentals. But his interest, 
b yes, maintenance charges may 
come to $500—and his net may be 
only $200 a year. 
That man’s son max give thou­ 
sands to his father. But he ll get 
no exemption because his father’s 
gross income tops $600 a year. 
It’s the smaller 
taxpayer 
who 
most frequently 
is 
pinched 
this 
way. It’s so unnecessarily, unrea­ 
sonably tough. 
And so the injustices in the ex­ 
emptions go. 
Many 
in-laws and 
step-relations—such as 
sisters-m- 
law, brothers-in-law—are omitted 
from the list of those who are eli­ 
gible exemptions for a taxpayer. 
Why? If a taxpayer is the chief
